A Policy Raid..Sergeant Smith
witb Offioere Ferguson and Wilkinson
yesterday evening made a raid on sev¬
eral allege! policy and ither gambling
sho. s and cattured a number of per¬
sons implicated. Frank McLearen wee
arresi ed on the charge of conducting a
poker and «even-up gsme at his houe;»
on (be corner of Duke and Henry
streets, and Bernard Donnelly and John
O'Neal on the charge of promoting pol¬
icy. The .-ame officers later arrested
E iward Grren, French Ross and Chai-.
Hamilton, all colored, on the same
chsrge. This morning the Police Court
wi.s crowded with witnesses and eoec·
tatois. attracted o tbe trial. The case
ol Mr. McLearen was flrfct called,be be¬
ing represented by Mr. S. G. Bren'.
He made a statement, spying tbat he
conducted a bar, and that poker and
other games bad been idayed at bis
place, but be had derived no benefit
from them, and did not know that he
had bee» violating a «State law, as tbe
playin_ had not been done in tbe bar
room. The court ruled that gaming had
been conducted at a public hou*»e and
imposed tbe corporation fine of $20.
The next case called up was that of

John O'Neal, charged with promoting
lK>licy playing, and be plead guilty, as
did also Bernard Donnelly, French
Ross aud Edward Green. The Mayor
then imposed a fine of $50 on each.
Ctiaries Hamilton was lelebsed, as not
enough evidence was furnished to con¬
vict bim.
Mr. Donnelly and Mr. O'Neal were

arrer-ted on tbe street, Edward Green
m a borse in a court between Cameron,
Queen, Payne and Fayette streets, and
Rose and Hamilton in an alley between
Cameron, Q leen, Henry and Fayette
Btrett-i Sume of the policy paraphei-
nalia, such as drawings, paper, rubber
stamps, cardon paper, «fcc., was cap
lured at tbe bou-es of Roes and Green
and were destroyed at the station houtt-
this morning. Credit, is given to 8er*
geant Smith aud Officers Feigueon and
Wilkinson, who, as stateti before,
worked up the cases and made ti e cap¬
ture. The $200 fines collected t-ii*-
morning from the policy people went
into the State revenues, for the corpo¬
ration only imposes a fine of $20 for
such case?, whicb the court did not
think sufficient, and so tbe fines were

imposed under the State laws.

Railboad Extension..The South¬
ern Riilway Company is making ai-j
rangement-! to carry out an idea con¬
ceived about eight years a ¿o, when tbe
electric railway was constructed.i. e.,
a connection witb the latter al Royal
and Church street·1, tne extreme south¬
eastern end of tbe city. The purpose
of tbe Southern, company is to extend
tbeir traük from Agnew'eshipyard, foot
ol Franklin street, around Battery Rod-
uers sbore and crossing I.·« street at
Church run southwesterly across ?··ß
marsh bounded by Royal, Fairfax, Lee,
Church and South streets, to tbe track
of tbe electric company. The growinu
industiies at New Alexandria lav··
rendered it nejessary to put tbis plan
into operation, which it was proposed
todo some years a?o, bul, for some

reason, it was not carried out. The
right of way has been secured from
nearly all the property owners In thai
locality, and it will be seen by an ad¬
vertisement iu today's Gazette that ap¬
plication is to be made to the court for
the appointment of commissioners t >

condemn certain laid which the South-
em road will need for its purposes.
This, it is believed, is a preliminary
step to tbe u-e of the old Manassas Gap
roadway, south of the Catholic cerne

tery, which will form a connection with
tbe main stem o; tbe Southern Railway
near Robert-'s crossing.

To Test a Sweepkb..In the Board
of Aldermen on Monday night a reso¬

lution was introduced appropriating
$850 for tbe purchase of a street sweep¬
ing machine provided such proved sat¬

isfactory to the city after having been
tested. Mr. Hill favored tbe movement,
as did also Mr. Dobie, tbe latter saying
it wa-i tbe ot ject o( tbe City Engineer
and committee on streets to give the
machine a thorough test before recom¬

mending its purchase. If found t-ats-
factory and tbe purchase were eflected
it would be operated at night, thus ob¬
viating all annoyance from dust which
in the day time, when doors and win¬
dows are open, would blow into stores
and residences. Mr. Dobie further
urged that it was time Alexandria was

adopting eomeihing peculiar to the
limes, and the purchase of a street
sweeper would be a move in a small
way toward modernizing the city. Tbe
machine will be brought here here by
its owners and given a thorough test,
without cost to the city, and should
Council so determine it will be pur¬
chased.
